A total of 4.80 Inches of rain¬ 
fall was registered at the official 
gauge of the city pumping sta¬ 
tion up to 11:00 a. m. Wednes 
day. At the Paul Carter home a 
fall of 2.!53 inches of rain was 
recorded up to Tiie.sday night. 

Most of the city experienced a 
temporary power shut off Tues¬ 
day evening, one of which lasted 
approximately a half hour. Many 
telephones were out of order fol¬ 
lowing the storm. 

Pacific Electric car service out 
of Sierra Madre was halted 
around 11:30 a. m. Wednesday 
by a washout on the line between 
LAManda Park and San Marino. 
For two hours local residents were 
treated to bus transportation, 
Bormetbing that many suburban 
residents have long urged as 
preferable to trolley car service. 
Several reports of ocks having 
washed onto streets and drive¬ 
ways blocked by fallen tree limbs 
were received by the police and 
street departments from residents 
of Sierra Madre Canyon.

you think. Alw-ays-reliahle gravy and 
white sauce simply do not materialize 
out of thin air. You must measure 
ingredients carefully, blend them in 
the correct order, stir thoroughly and, 
(mark this point especially), cook 
adequately. 

Try following these simple methrxls. 
tested in the General Electric Con¬ 
sumers Institute. 

Oenerol Method 

>X hen making gravy, use the fat 
which surrounds the pan roast when 
it comes hot from the oven. Pour all 
the fat out of the pan and carefully 
measure hack into the pan, two table- 
sptKms of it for each cup of water to 
he added. The brown meat tidbits in 
the bottom of the pan can be stirred 
in, giving the gras-y flavor and color. 
Be sure to season to uste with salt 
and pepper. 

Add one tablespoon of flour to each 
two tablespoons of fat for fairly thin 
gravy. Blend the flour and fat thor¬ 
oughly together. 

Add water, (or milk), very, very 
gradually, stirring the mixture con¬ 
stantly, until thickened. Cook over low 
heat until it reaches the boiling point, 
then cook it for an additional S min¬ 
utes. Longer cooking takes the "floury * 
taste out of grasy.

. over low heat, stirring constantly un¬ 
til thickened.

Sierra M.adre has had a 
leading role in the development 
; of miniature painting in Callfor- 
I nla. For years a grroup of stu¬ 
dents called the “Malbonians" 
studied with Miss Bu.sh in her 
Sierra Madre studio and have 
since become prominent in this 
field. Many of them came from 
Los Angfeles, Hollywood and 
Pasadena, while one commuted 
from Laguna Beach. Among her 
Sierra Madre pupils were Cath¬ 
erine Bunaby Bode and Daphne 
Alley. 

It has been said that minia¬ 
ture painters of our day arc 
continuing the tradition of his¬ 
tory’s longest line of artists. For 
the earliest evidences of prehis¬ 
toric art that have yet been un- 
I covered are the life-like minla- 
i ture portraits on animal bone 
I found In Southern France and 
j Spain and thought to be the 
I work of Cro-Magnon man. 

Other early evidences of minia¬ 
ture art that have been preserved 
through the ages are some por¬ 
traits done in Greece, about 500 
B, C. A miniature of Chaucer 
by Occlive marks the first evi¬ 
dence of this art form in Eng- 
' land. 

I Ivory became the medium on 
I which miniaturists painted with 
water color, and the beauty of 
coloring thus made possible at- 
! traded the favor of royalty. The 
I same materials are used In mlnia- 
j ture painting today. 

I As an art form, miniatures lost 
favor during the 19th Century 
and it was not until Theodora 
W. Thayer and others started 
I the Modem American Movement 
I in 1884 that their popul.arlty was 
rc.storod. TTie.so artists, and es¬ 
pecially Miss Thayer, arc said

Marlborough Terraco is hap¬ 
pily located at an elevation which 
has more moderate temperature 
than is found at lower or higher 
levels on the mountain side and 
is protected from west winds by 
a spur of the mountain. This 
fact has appealed to those who 
like to grow fniits and flowers 
that we are particularly suscept¬ 
ible to fro.st damage. 

In 1931, Z. L. Parmeleo bought 
the Churchill Ranch and began 
laying out roads and subdividing 
It. During the first real estate 
boom, following the ranch’s sub¬ 
division, some 45x160 foot lots 
were reported to have sold for 
as much as flSOO. 

The Terrace grew .slowly 
at first, but people living 
there gained a great fascination 
for the little valley nestled alxrve 
the canyon, and overiooking the 
entire San Gabriel Valley. 

When the Alfred .1. Deweys 
built on the Terra™ in 1924, only 
the two Churchill ranch houses 
had been built before them. Prior 
to building their home, Mr. and 
Mns. Dewey lived in the old 
ranch house. Others who lived 
there in recent years were Mr. 
and Mrs. John Loronzini. In 1929, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Bowen pur. 
chased the Churchill ranch and 
surrounding lot.s. They still live 
In the staunch New Ei 'land 
house of Oregon pine.
